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SUMMARY OF RP 3 TEST R-55.14 (Unidentified True vs. Timer Menthol): 

The cross-section of menthol smokers found the True to have an off-taste 
(p<.0005). They found the Timer menthol to have more total taste (p<. 001), 
to be more tobacco-like in flavor (p<. 0005), to have the better aftertaste 
(p<. 0005), to have more menthol coolness (p<. 005), preferred Timer 
(p<.0005), gave it a higher mean acceptability rating (p<.01) and a higher 
rating on the purchase probability scale (p<. 01). 

True smokers found the unidentified True to have more total taste (p<.09), 
to be sweeter tasting (p<.03), to have the better aftertaste (p<. 06), 
preferred True (p<.06), gave it a higher mean acceptability rating (p<.05) 
and a higher rating on the purchase probability scale (p<.01).
